()t)e year ago today, Russia launch- 
ed its 181 |)ound Sputnik I and ush- 
ered in the age of space and the 
intercontinental ballistic missile 
(ICBM). 

The initial reaction in the United 
States— comfortable, prosperous and 
convinced of its technological sup- 
eriority—was stunned disbeliel. 

This was lollowed swiltly by alarm, 
concern, hvsicria. panic. II the vocal 
reaction ol politicians, scientists and 
military men is any indication, the 
United Sutes was beset by a feeling 
of chagrin and even a touch of in- 
feriority. 

These emotions now seem to have 
disappeared. Gone, too, is the sense 
of anguish over the obvious Russian 
possession of an KJli.M which promp- 
ted Sen. Lyndon }ohnson (I) Tex) 
to cry, "we have entered a period of 
international blackmail ..." - 

There was talk immediately after 
Sputnik^l about complacency in high 
plates, about the ladi oi a sense of 
urgency. 

The Army declared that if it 
hadn't been for Pentagon politics 
and penny pinching, it could have 
put up a satellite way back in H>55. 

Well, a year has now passed since 
Sputnik I. If there is a grim deter- 
mination to overtake the Russians, 
regardless of cost, in the missile and 
satellite field, or in producing scien- 
tists and engineers for the future, the 
record dcjesn't show it. 

Meantime, the Russians ha\e put 
two nioie huge satellites into oibit, 
one weighing 2,'.>I9 j)ounds. The 
United States has boosted lour into 
space, the largest of which weighs 38 
pounds. 

U. S. scientists estimate the Rus- 



sians had to use a rocket engine wfth 
a million pounds of thrust to put 
^heif ton and a half satellite in plare. 
The United States tested its lirst 
.'»(M>.(MM) |K)und thrust engine Aug. 26.
